In this Response to the Office Action of July 27, 2005, Applicants elect as required a 
species for examination.

ELECTION OF SPECIES 



In the Office Action, Election of Species between functional members (Species la, lb, Ic, 
II, III), a layer (Group 1 -Group 4) and a configuration (Geometry 1 -Geometry 5) was required. 
Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, the species including the functional member Group la 
(hooks without an actuation member), the layer of Group 1 (an elastic layer) and a configuration 
of Geometry 1 (sinusoidal configuration of Figs. 1-5 with the functional elements in the cavities 
on one side) for initial prosecution. The Species of Group la, Group 1 and Geometry 1 has 
claims 1-12, 14-16, 18, 19, 21-28, 30-32, 34 and 37-44 readable thereon. Applicants reserve the 
right to prosecute subsequently the non-elected Species without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Applicants respectfully submit that at least claim 1 is generic to functional members 
Group la, Group lb, Group Ic, Group II, Group III, Groups 1-4 and Geometries 1-4. Applicants 
respectfully submit that at least claim 45 is readable on the Species of Geometry 5. 

In view of the above election, Applicants respectfully request Examination of the present 
Application and the timely allowance of the pending claims. The Examiner is encouraged to 
contact the undersigned in regards to any questions concerning this matter or if any additional 
information is needed.
